INCREASE 3 BILLION 


Reopening of Banks and 
Confidence Created in 
Past Year. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—(/)—A 
three-hbillion-dollar increase in bank 
deposits in 12.months was reported 
today by J. F. T. O'Connor, comp- 
troller of the currency, 

Other sources attributed the rise to 
two major factors—first. that more 
than 500 banks re-opened during the 
year ended June 30, and, second, that 
the new deposit insurance law had 
stimulated confidence in persons who 
felt unsure after the 1933 financial 
crisis, 

O'Connor's review, based on the last 
national bank call, showed the depos- 
its had risen $1,142.173,000 _ since 
March 5 and $3,158,545,000 in 12 
months. 

The number of banks licensed on 
June 30 stood at 5.422 compared with 
4.902 a year previous. 

These gains, bringing deposits of 
national banks up to $19,932,660,000, 
were accompanied. however, by a con- 
traction of more than $400,000,000 in 
loans and discounts. ‘The decrease 
reflected in part a steadily slackening 
demand by husiness for credit accom-

nine-tenths of a total of 43,000,000

in Sunday’s plebiscite, almost twice 
as many dared to vote disapproval 
of his seizure of the reichspresidency 
as voted last November against his 
action in withdrawing Germany from

The multitude of ballots was prac- 
tically equal to that of November 
12, 1933, but the percentage of those 
voting against Hitler today was 9.5 
per cent as compared to 4.5 per cent 
voting against his secession from the 
League of Nations. 

Ballots marked “invalid” this time 
amounted to approximately 2 per cent, 
compared with 2-10 of 1 per cent 
previously. 

But if the figures showed that op- 
position to the Hitler regime has 
doubled since November, the great 
crowds celebrating a nazi victory in 
the streets of Berlin seemed unmind- 
ful of the fact. At 1 a. m. a throng 
estimated to number 100,000. still 
milled about the Wilhelmstrasse and 
vicinity, cheering, singing and de- 
manding to see Hitler.

A native of Carrollton, Ill., his 
home throughout his life, Mr. Rainey, 
first was elected to congress from the 
20th Illinois district in 1902. KEx- 
cept for the Harding landslide of 
1920. when he was defeated although 
running ahead of the democratic tick- 
et, Mr. Rainey was returned in each 
biennial election. 


Long a colorful and influential fig- 


ure in the house, he was elected to 
the speakership after John Nance Gar- 
ner, of Texas, had been élécted to the 
vice presidency in the 1932 election. 

Mr. Rainey was conscious until 
the time of his death, Dr. Soper said. 
Throughout the day he seemed in the 
best of spirits, especially while chat- 
ting pleasantly with his wife and her 
sister. a Mrs. Williams. 

Suddenly. tonight, Mr. Rainey call- 
ed for a hospital attendant on his 
floor. ‘She summoned three physi- 
cians, including Dr. Soper. but he 
succumbed before they could admin- 
yster aid. : 

The speaker's widow said at her 
home in Carrollton, Iil., tonight, that 
she had a premonition of her hus- 
band’s death. 

“I knew my husband could not live 
long when I saw him today.” she said. 
“We chatted together, had breakfast 
and dinner together. He appeared to 
be in good spirits at all times, and 
was so happy that JI brought him 
some jam, which he liked so well. 
But something told me that he would 
hot last much longer.” 

Mrs. Rainey said the speaker had 
expressed a wish to be cremated and 
that the wish would be complied with.

Group Seeking Re-elec- 
tion Without Chieftain. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—(@)— 
The leadership of the next house was 
left in doubt tonight by the death 
in St. Louis of Speaker Henry T. 
Rainey. 

The passing of the veteran liberal 
who ascended to the speakership when 
John N. Garner dropped the gavel in 
the house on March 4, 1933, to pick 
up that of the vice president in the 
senate left the overwhelming demo- 
cratic house seeking re-election with- 
out a chieftain, 

Although Rainey had many friends 
among the 316 democrats in the house 
of the 73rd congress, his leadership 
along with that of Representative 
Joseph W. Byrns, of Tennessee, was 
subjected occasionally to criticism from 
some quarters close to the adminis- 
tration. 

They did, however, succeed in put- 
ting through all of the administra- 
tion’s “must” legislation, the only big 


'test they lost being that on the presi- 
(dent's veto bill restoring veterans’ 
| benefits. The senate democratic lead- 
ers had no better success in stopping 
the overriding of that veto. 

The speaker nominees of both re- 
publican and democratic parties are 
selected at caucuses of house members 
and then put forward when the house 
organizes at the beginning of a new 
congress. 

In 1933, Rainey and Byrns captur- 
ed the leadership of the democrats, 
defeating Representative John McDuf- 
fie, of Alabama, who had been whip of 
the house under Speaker Garner in 
the last two years of the Hoover ad- 
ministration, 

Liberal Platform. 

Rainey and Byrns made their race 
on a liberal platform while McDuffie 
was considered a conservative. 

Byrns, chairman also of the impor- 
tant democratic congressional cam- 
paign committee, is certain to be a 
candidate as successor to Rainey. 

In addition, Rayburn, of Texas, and 
William B. Bankheadg of Alabama. 
will be put forward for the speaker- 
ship. 

Last spring when there was some 
discussion of the success of Rainey's 
leadership, there was some talk in ad- 
ministration circles about putting up 
& younger and possibly stronger can- 
didate in 1936 when President Roose- 
velt will seek re-election. 

At that time, the names of Ray- 
burn, Bankhead, Warren of North 
Carolina, Woodrum of Virginia, Me- 
Duffie of Alabama and McCormack 
of Massachusetts were among those 
discussed. 

Byrns Now Top Man. 

The death of the speaker makes 
Byrns the top man in the house. In 
addition, Byrns has been active as 
chairman of the democratie congres- 
sional committee in the campaign of 
democratic house members seeking re- 
election. He has written many letters 
to congressmen about how their 
Services have helped the democratic 
leadership in pushing through recov- 
ery legislation. 

Further, under democratic caucus 
rules, Byrns has authority to call a 
caucus of the members. One can be 
forced by a petition of 25 members. 

Rainey rose to the speakership 
from the party leadership under 
Speaker Garner. 

When the democrats captured the 
house in 1980 by the narrow margin 
of two members, Garner then laid the 
program for a democratic victory in 
1932...To s.encourage democrats 
northern states, Garner asked 
close political and personal friend, 
McDuffie, of Alabama, to withdraw 
from the leadership racé in favor of 
Rainey. 

Up to that time demoerats had 
considered Rainey as too liberal. He 
had been in congress from Illinois a 
quarter of a century, having been 
defeated for election but once—in 
1920 in the Harding landslide. He 
had advocated recognition of soviet 
Russia, at that time often called rank 
communism. 

However, Rainey probably was the 
only democrat north of the Mason- 
Dixon line who could become leader. 
|He was offered the post, and was 
‘elected . long with Garner.

as through the stretch-out wages are 


lowered. We are asking a 30-hour 
work week, with the same wage as 
was paid for the 40-hour work week. 

“The average wage for the 40-hour 
week was $14, and under existing 
conditions with the men working 30 
hours they are averaging $10 a week. 

“We want to end discrimination 
against our officers and men, several 
thousand of whom have been dis- 
charged in violation of section 7-A 
of the national industrial recovery 
act, 

“We want our union recognized as 
the organization authorized to do col- 
lective bargaining for the cotton tex- 
tile industry workers.” 

McMahon denied assertions made by 
George A. Sloan, president of the Cot- 
ton Textile Institute, Inc., in an ad- 
dress last week, in which he charg- 
ed that “code amendment by strike 
is law making by strike.” 

Not Striking Against Code. 

“We are not striking against the 
code,”” McMahon said. “We have on 
several occasions commended the code 
and what it har accomplished. We 
are striking to correct some provi- 
sions of the code.” 

He asserted that efforts of the 
united organization to obtain action 
from the industrial labor board had 
been futile. 

“Out of several hundred cases on 
the stretch-out that we have placed 
before the board,” he said. “we 
haven't received one adjustment.

“My father himself saw in Hitler his 
immediate successor.” 

For six days the voices labored, on 
the seventh—appropriately a day of 
devotion—the doors of the _ polling 
places opened and amid a nation-wide 
waving of swastika flags the “Ja” 
voters reverently filed in. 

Among the first was a 102-year-old 
Thuringian widow. By early after- 
noon it was apparent that the vast 
majority of the people were obeying 
the government's command to go to 
the polls. The official news agency 
at that time announced that already 
between 70 and 80 per cent of the 
voters had participated in the  plebi- 
scite, 

Germans from many foreign coun- 
tries, among them Franz Von Papen, 
now German minister to Austria, re- 
turned to take part in the —— 

But still the patient voice of the 
radio continued, admonishing, warn- 
ing, cajoling and shaming slackers out 
of their homes. Again and again the 
act of the 102-year-old widow was 
cited as an example of real patriot- 
ism, and a warfing was sounded that 
no voter under that age could get 
away with a flimsy excuse for failure 
to cast a ballot. 

Across the front page of Hitler's 
Voelkischer Beobachter was spread a 
wrathful German eagle with a swas- 
tika on its breast and a sword in its 
claw. Der Deutsche organ of _ the 
nazi labor front, carried a front page 
banner line which stated, “Only ras- 
cals will fail to vote for Hitler.” 

The actual balloting in Berlin was 
quiet and orderly in the extreme. Al- 
though Berlin police had duly pre- 
pared for an emergency with the 
straps of their helmets strapped firm- 
ly under their chins there was little 
for them to do. 

Two policemen on bicycles pedaling 
slowly up and down the Kurfursten- 
dam lent a slightly more vigorous 
touch to that street. 

No unusual decorations were pro- 
vided for Berlin voting places aside 
from the large nazi flags and the 
propaganda posters, but it was report- 
ed that in Munich Christmas trees 
were set up to give a novel touch to 
polling booths, 

Shrill bugle blasts and speaking 
choruses by the Hitler youth detach- 
ments which chanted “Fuehrer lead 
thou us on, we follow thee” awoke 
Berlin residents at an early hour and 
reminded them that the crowning “day 
of joy,” as it had been called by Dr. 
Paul Joseph Goebbels, had dawned.

Two Weeks’ Illness. 
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in March, 1933, Mr. Rainey kept the 
house firmly in line and received much 
of the credit for the expeditious man- 
ner in which momentous legislation 
sponsored by the “New Deal’ was 
passed. 

Coming from a farming district, Mr. 
Rainey, although an attorney, always 
was known around Carrollton as a 
farmer. He owned 320 acres there 
and when at home actively managed 
the farm and a dairy. His father 
and grandfather had been farmers. 

When he failed of re-election in the 
Harding landslide, a compliment, un- 
precedented in history, was paid to 
him by his colleagues who held open 
his place on the powerful revenue com- 
mittee. Two years later he was re- 
turned to Washington—and his old 
place on the revenue committee. 

Forceful Speaker. 

Long hailed by his colleagues as one 
of the “greatest democrats in Illinois,” 
the stocky Mr. Rainey, who always 
wore a flowing bow tie, was regarded 
as a forceful speaker who could hold 
his audience. 

As a member of the revenue com- 
mittee, he helped draft the World 
War revenue measures. He was the 
author of the tariff commission law, 
and much other important legislation 
in his 31 years in the house. 

A soft-speaking leader who never- 
theless could snap the whip when the 
occasion demanded, was Speaker 
Rainey. 

Assumed Difficult Job. 

Elected speaker of the house when 
democrats had their biggest majority 
in decades, his job to the outsider 
would have seemed an easy one, But 
he had more to do than sit back and 
let the majority rule. 

Many of the men in his house were 
firat-termers. They had not learned 
the political lesson that party regu- 
lars go further than those who wan- 
der astray. 

Rainey tried to teach them that. 
But his teaching job put him in a 
paradoxical position, for when he 
was younger he, too, kicked at the 
traces often and hard. 

The result was that a few old- 
timers said he was lenient; a few 
newcomers thought he was too strict. 

On any number of occasions his 
persuasive, penetrating but soft voice 
carried the house through difficult 
spots. Once toward the close of the 
last congress, republicans objected 
to his count showing a quorum was 
present. 

Rainey, however, had the task of 
pushing through another administra- 
tion bill. He benged his gavel and the 
republicans sat down. 

The democrats themselves at the 
moment were on the verge of running 
amuck. ‘Then the republicans filibus- 
tered. Rainey went into a huddle 
with the leaders. They saw an oppor- 
tunity to take advantage of the re- 
publican filibuster and weld the demo- 
crats again into a voting whole. 

Stringent Gag Rule. 

The house inner council proposed 
what even democrats termed the most 
stringent gag rule of years. But aft- 
er Rainey talked with recalcitrants off 
the floor, they voted for it. 

When congress adjourned, democrats 
were yoting almost as a unit, and 
under the gag rule. ; 

Besides this suasion, however, Rain- 
ey saw fit to apply a little more 
touching spur to his party followers. 
He let it be known that he was keep- 
ing a “blacklist” of members who voted 
wrong. 

Then when some democrats object- 
ed, he started keeping a republican 
list, too. He praised the republicans 
who voted for administration meas- 
ures, and a democrat who had voted 
wrong had to ask two or three times 
before one of his own bills would 
come up. 

Declined to Dodge Votes. 

Unlike many others who had pre- 
ceded him in the chair, Rainey de- 
clined to dodge votes. Under house 
rules, the speaker is not compelled 
to yote except to break a tie. But 
through two sessions of the 3rd con- 
gress, each time a controversial meas- 
ure was balloted upon, Rainey direct- 
ed the clerk to call his name—and 
voted with the administration, 

He stuck by his president all the 
way through, including the vote on 
Mr. Roosevelt’s veto of the bill re- 
storing many veterans’ benefits abol- 
ished by the economy act. 

Frequently, he told close friends 
that he felt more at ease with his 
own conscience than he had in years. 
He said President Roosevelt had a 
number of liberal ideas which he had 
always wanted to see put into effect. 
Party regularity before had kept him 
from advocating openly, in many in- 
stances, thing his superiors would not 
have approved.

Even if these risks cannot be en- 
tirely eliminated, they can at least 
be lessened to such an extent that 
the automobile will no longer take 
a greater toll of life each year than 
resulted from our participation in 
the great war. 

In view of the marked increased 
in speed and weight of automobiles, 
most of the highways now existing 
are not properly constructed to 
safely meet the demands upon 
them. Sharp curves, railroad cross- 
ings and underpasses must be elim- 
inated and roads must be Wider and 
properly banked. Every through 
highway must be patrolled by high- 
ly trained officers, and greater care 
exercised in granting the right to 
drive to irresponsibles and those 
who are willfully reckless.

England’s Change. 


Mr, Stanley Baldwin, second in 
command in the British government, 
yet playing first fiddle, got up in par- 
liament the other day and said the 
frontiers of Great MHritain are no 
longer at the cliffs of Dover, but on 
the Rhine. Thereupon, he proposed a 
doubling of Britain’s air-effectives. 
Here in Belgium, where these lines 
are written, I learned from a high 
military authocity that England will 
construct airdromes both in Belgium 
and in Holland, This is the logical 
consequence of Mr. Baldwin's state- 
ment, for if the Rhine is Britain’s 
frontier, it ig on the Rhine that her 
defense starts. This means the end of 
Britain’s age-old policy of so-called 
“splendid isolation.” England now 
openly and officially joins the Franco- 
Belgian military defense system. 

As to Holland, at last that coun- 
try is drawn inio the French sys- 
tem of alliances. In return for allow- 
ing England to construct airdromes 
in Holland, the British government 
guarantees Holland’s neutrality—that 
is to say, Ergland becomes co-respon- 
sible for the maintenance of the in- 
tegrity of Holland’s territory in the 
event of war. But it also means this: 
England will be involved in a Euro- 
pean war from the first minute, The 
representatives of the people in par- 
liament will have no opportunity to 
discuss and argue the point if and 
when the critical hour strikes. Every- 
thing is decided now.

Germany Checked. 


With France and Belgium building 
up their armies behind a formidable 
array of forts such as the world has 
never seen and England committed to 
defend “her” frontiers on the Rhine, 
Germany has little chance left of ever 
breaking through on the west. Had 
Germany known that England was 
going to enter the fray against her in 
1914, she would not have started. 
She knows now that Eggland will be 
among her adversari#s again, Mr. 
Baldwin has openly said so. 

If England’s frontier is on the 
Rhine, this doesn’t mean that it is on 
the Mississippi river, The Rhine 
means the Rhine, the German river. 
If Germany has expansionist ambi- 
tions, and she certainly has if we take 
into account what Herr Hitler and 
Dr. Rosenberg and Professor Hanse 
have written on the subject. those 
ambitions are definitely checkmated 
on the west. But also, and here ap- 
pears the real motif of the British 
move in joining France, Germany's 
attention is forcibly thrown toward 
the east. 

I learn that Fngland’s change of 
policy is largely due to the conversa- 
tions General Weygand, inspector gen- 
eral of the French army, had in Lon- 
don recently with his colleagues of 
the British general staff. General 
Weygand said that the Franco-soviet 
alliance was odious to him and to his 
friends in the French army command.

Comes In. 


Holland is not a militaristic coun- 
try. It cleverly avoided being mixed 
up in the war of 1914. It stubbornly 
refused to enter the Franco-Belgian 
military system after the war, in 
spite of diplomatic pressure. Now Hol- 
land gives in. Why? In the first place 
the Dutch government feels that it 
cannot expect to be so lucky again 
and escape being dragged into a gen- 
eral conflict if it breaks out. But 
secondly, and this is of far greater 
importance: Holland has a colonial 
empire in the far east second only to 
that of Great Britain. Holland has 
not the means to defend that empire 
adequately. Holland looks with fear 
and trembling at the Japanese ex- 
pansionist activity in the far east. 
Japan dumps her manufactured ar- 
ticles in the Dutch East Indies to 
the detriment of manufacturers in 
Holland, whose plants have to close.

Most of the in- 
juries were guushot wounds in the 
legs and bruises. 

A small group took refuge in the 
prison print shop. Seeing their fight 
was hopeless, the prisoners set fire 
to the building and surrendered. The 
shop, with its stored materials, was 
destroyed. Much of the state's print- 
ing had been done there.

Ducking. 


_ In bridge, as iu boxing, ducking 
is a means of avoiding punishment, 
but in the more intellectual of the 
two sports ic naturally invovles more 
foresight. The boxer ducks to avoid 
‘an immediate catastrophe, and with 
most, boxers who survive to make the 
headlines the act is instinctive. The 
bridge player ducks to avoid future 
pttnishment, and since the ducking he 
often appears to be giving up a prob- 
able trick., the process is just the 
opposite of instinctive. In many. cases 
it appears to be an act of self-sacri- 
fice, or at best one of extreme self- 
restraint, Actually, it is a means of 
assuring the fulfillment of a contract 
rather than running the risk of being 
set for the suke of a measly overtrick. 
Its purpose is to retain a card of a 
certain suit in one hand while the 
partner's hand still holds high cards 
in that suit which will act as entry 
cards. Sometimes nothing can be lost 
and everything gained by this play. 
For example, if the ecards are distrib- 
uted as follows:

regirdless of how North and South 
play the suit, they must lose a trick 
to East’s guarded queen, but after 
three rounds have been played North's 
two remaining cards will win tricks 
at notrump.

Of all the 
brawlers whose blood-spilling deeds 
have ‘made their names ring through 
history, the name of Benvenuto Cel- 
lini, the* swashbuckling, devilishly- 
handsome hero rings the _ clearest. 
First of all, this amazing citizen of 
sixteenth century Florence was fa- 
mous because of his method of repri- 
manding people whose faces and man- 
nets displeased him. Quite casually he 
stabbed them. Another of his claims 
to fame was his unrivaled stock of ter- 
rifying curses which he liked to hurl 
at dukes, and mer of ecclesiastical 
state. And as for women—Cellini felt, 
as a matter of honor, that he must 
be gallant to everybody's wife and 
daughter in all five of Florence’s bor- 
— from the Bronx to Staten Is- 
and. 

And yet, during his peaceful and 
industrious moods—he oceasionally 
enjoyed one—these same violent, dag- 
ger-wielding hands created such su- 
perlatively beautiful objects of art 
that he had all Italy talking about 
him during his lifetime, and all the 
world reading about him since his 
death. 

But art, for Cellini, was only a di- 
version, Love-making was his chief 
purpose in life. And, as might be ex- 
pected. his amorous affairs were re-

Cellini always chose’ to make love 
where there was the most danger and 
the most resistance. But he liked ad- 
venture too much to remain amused 
by one woman very long. His list of 
conquests grew until it was practical- 
ly the entire Florentine telephone 
book. In fact, it’s nothing short of 
a miracle that he lived to be 70 years 
7 and even then died peacefully in 
ed. 


The women of Florence, in 1525, 
were beautiful. For example, there 
was the very beautiful—and easily 
swayed—Pantasilea, “another one who 
was half-crazy about me,” writes Cel- 
lini with his usual modesty. She bored 
him, agd he gave her over to one of 
his friends. Pantasilea wept, imagin- 
ing that Cellini held in slight esteem 
the great passion she felt (at the 
moment) for him. And insthat sus- 
picion she was entirely correct. > 

But Cellini, though he no longer 
wanted her for himself, still felt rath- 
er possessive about little Panty. And 
he objected to young Luigi Pulci— 
Luigi, Benvenuto’s boyhood comrade 
with whom he had recited poetry and 
sung songs publicly in the streets of 
Florence. Had not the great Michel- 
angelo himself often listened to them 
and applauded? Unfortunately Luigi 
had chosen to forget this friendship.

One combatant—a particularly testy 
old gentleman—goes down in the 
scramble, and his servant, half-blind 
with blood and dust and darkness, 
mistakes the old fellow for Cellini and 
gives his own master a good stab- 
bing in the stomach—and the coli¢ 
victim, horrified by the murders go- 


ing on under his nose, becomes even j 


more violently sick, and between gags 
and shrieks, goes staggering out of | 
slight. 

Cellini, having knocked Luigi un- 
conscious, wounded Pantasilea’s face, | 
cut off one guard’s ear, another 
guard’s arm, and run his 
through a chamberlain, discreetly 
takes to his heels, considerably cool- 
ed and pacified now that vengeance 
has been wrought:

No move was made until midnight 
Saturday. In the darkened cell 
blocks, guards awakened each man 
separately and after the prisoner was 
dressed, escorted him silently through 
the corridors to the prison door. 
There the convict was met by four 
armed guards, who accompanied him 
to the railroad cars, where he was 
assigned his quarters for the journey 
across the continent to a prison from 
which escape is considered impossible. 

Each of the 43 prisoners received 
the same treatment and few at the 
Atianta pen knew that the transfer 
was being made on Sunday morning.

10 dawgerous prisoners who had been 
brought down from the prison at 
Lewisburg, Pa., to be transferred with 
the Atlanta group.
